A M e th o d is t M issio n a ry S ays a W o rd in 
T h e ir F a v o r. 
N ew Y o r k , J u n e 2d.— R ev. D r. L. S. 
B aldw in, of the M ethodist M issionary So­ 
ciety, lectured yesterday on the subject, 
“ M ust th e C hinese G o?” 
H e said: 
“ T he 
C hinese G overnm ent did n ot m ake a sug­ 
gestion to th e U nited States th a t th eir peo­ 
ple be perm itted to em igrate to this coun­ 
try. 
“ T he C hinese w ere opposed to em igra­ 
tion. 
T he suggestion 
cam e from the 
U nited states, an d s t th a t tim e was espe­ 
cially needed an d w elcom ed in C alifornia. 
T he C hinam an b u ilt railw ays, did a w ork­ 
in g m an ’s 
d u ty everyw here, and added 
$200,000,000 to th e value o f h er lands bv 
irrigation an d drainage. 
Y et she, w ho has 
derived m ore benefit from th e C hinam an 
th an any other State, is led by the hood­ 
lum . 
In th e last tw enty-five years this 
co u n try has accum ulated only 200,000 C hi­ 
nam en. 
' 
“ Y et w ith in a year we get h u n d red s of 
th ousands of o th er foreigners as im m i­ 
grants. 
I t is charged the C hinese send 
th eir m oney hom e. 
W ell, how long has 
it been a crim e to do th is? 
T he C hinese 
in C alifornia earn $9 000,000 a year. 
Of 
th is they send hom e $2,000,000, yet I once 
heard Jo h n B oyle O’R eilly, of Boston, de­ 
clare, w ith a m anifestation of pride, th at 
Irish m en in th is co untry sent $70,000,000 a 
year lo th eir fam ilies in Ireland. 
It is 
urged they w ill not becom e citizens; yet 
th ere is a law w hich deprives th em of the 
rig h t to becom e such.”

THE CONFEDERATE FLAGS AT RICH­ 
MOND. 


W hile it is strictly true that the unveil­ 
ing of th e Lee monument at Richm ond 
was purely a local event, we cannot think 
th at—to put it in even the m ildest terms 
— it was good taste on th at occasion to dis­ 
play the Confederate flag. 
Unless there 
was meaning in the floating of the colors, 
there was no appreciable reason for the 
action. 
T he Union sentim ent did not 
take alarm , it is very true, but that it was 
wounded, cannot be denied. 
A dm it th at 
th e display was purely reminiscent, why 
should the memories of an issue settled ir­ 
revocably by war be revived in th at m an­ 
n er? 
If we are to judge Robert E. Lee 
by th e record of his whole life, his wish 
would not have approved such manifesta­ 
tion of regret. 
The South can do honor 
to its heroes and do justice to the memory 
of its illustrious men w ithout exalting the 
emblem of a doctrine that the people of 
an indissoluble Union have declared to be 
in ante*— lism to national unity. 
B ut if 
we pardon, in the magnanimity of a res­ 
cued nation, the display of the Confed­ 
erate flag, as representing the cause for 
which R obert E. Lee deserted the nation, 
w hat shall we say of the act of placing in 
the hands of the bronze figure of George 
W ashington, which graces the noble lawn 
in front of the State-house at Richmond, 
several Confederate flags ? There they re­ 
m ained all the day, and we are told th a t 
no man “dared” remove them. 
I t is said 
th a t it was the work of an unauthorized 
party, but it is also true that the act was 
fortified and approved by Richmond senti­ 
ment, since the offensive regalia of a dis­ 
cordant principle was not removed. 
In 
w hat way is it possible to honorably link 
the name of W ashington w ith the source 
and spring of the rebellion ? 
By neither 
word nor act of that illustrious hero can 
comfort be draw n for the “lost cause.” He> 
of all others, was em phatic in the declara­ 
tion that only as a nation could th e States 
exist as sovereignties. 
Among the last 
declarations of his life were condemna­ 
tions of negro slavery. 
The supremacy of 
the laws was the text of his whole advice 
to the people; the indivisibility of the 
Union was the burden of his preaching. 
W e can save ourselves something of hu­ 
m iliation, and spare our Richmond breth­ 
ren reproach, by looking at the action com­ 
plained of as a “comic” feature, rather 
than a dram atic one ; but we confess that 
it puts undue strain upon good nature, and 
tries the patience more than the conscience 
can easily justify, to take this charitable 
view of the m atter. 
Perhaps, as our con­ 
tem porary, the San Francisco Bulletin, 
suggests, the very act of affixing to the 
statue of W ashington emblems of dis­ 
union, even though merely reminiscent, 
contains so distinctive an element of con­ 
tradiction, th at it smacks of coarse humor. 
For this tim e let us take that view of it, 
but let our friends of the South lie advised 
by the best friends they have— the lovers 
of the Union—not to repeat the gross im ­ 
propriety. 


THE CENSUS. 


T he work of taking the census has be­ 
gun, but we very much fear that it is not 
going to result satisfactorily. 
1 'he com­ 
pensation allowed the enumerators is so 
em ail th at it Ls feared the men will be un­ 
able to make such wages as to inspire them 
w ith necessary energy. 
Two cents a 
name for taking fifty or more responses to 
specified inquiries is not likely to yield a 
wage that will repay the enum erator even 
fairly. 
If we are to judge of the statistical 
results on many lines, the report of the 
census, outside of the enum eration of the 
population, will not be of much value. 
T he Superintendent of 
the work has 
flooded the country with circulars and 
blanks, asking editors, publishers, bankers, 
officials, and a host of others, to report 
m atters of fact ranging from statem ents of 
bonded indebtedness ot m unicipalities, to 
accounts of the standing and working of 
insurance systems, the production of the 
country, the character of educational insti­ 
tutions, and down even to the collection of 
data relating to the intricate workings of 
m unicipal systems. 
All this information, 
and a great deal more, private individuals 
are asked to collect ami contribute to the 
U nited States w ithout even compensation 
for expenses incurred. 
Some of the blanks sent to this office by 
th e Superintendent of the Census, with 
urgent requests to fill them, call for statis­ 
tical information that would involve weeks 
of hard labor and exhaustive research. 
I t 
is shameful that the U nited States Govern­ 
ment, w ith millions of money in its vaults, 
should reduce a departm ent to the neces­ 
sity of begging for that which it is amply 
ably to buy. 
Probably, however, the truth 
is th at the Superintendent of the Census is 
seeking to procure statistical reports of 
m atter that the law does not contemplate. 


t l is well known that the census of 18S0 
Was altogether too voluminous, made so by 
reason of the elaborate details of statistics 
collected. The intention of Congress was 
to cut off fully two-thirds of the detail 
referred to and to simplify the matter in 
the census of 1890, as well as to lessen the 
cost of taking it. Whatever success the 
new Superintendent may have in collect­ 
ing data through the gratis process, it may 
be assumed with safety, in the beginning, 
that it will not be accepted by the country 
as accurate, or of sufficient importance to 
base any serious conclusions upon, from 
the very fáct that it is being gathered at 
random and in the manner indicated. In­ 
deed, it is impossible to understand how 
statistics collected in that way could pos­ 
sibly be given any special value. 


T h e report comes from D enm ark th at 
the Czar of Russia has w ritten a letter to 
the Queen of th a t Kingdom, in w hich he 
says th at he will at once look into the 
com plaints concerning the treatm ent of 
prisoners in Siberia, and will instruct his 
ministers to prepare measures for the 
am elioration of the condition of all classes 
th a t are found to be suffering for w ant of 
proper attention. 
This is good so far as it 
goes, but w hat the hum ane sentim ent of 
th e world is demanding of the Czar is th at 
he shall remove the cause for so many 
prisoners being condemned to Siberia; 
th a t he shall cause to be exercised greater 
hum anity in the transportation of prison­ 
ers to the distant section; 
th at he shall 
put a stop to the summary condemnations 
to exile and imprisonment and make all 
judgm ents against the accused 6tand upon 
evidence of actual guilt, rather than the 
suspicions of the police and secret agents, 
and the confessions extorted by torture. 
In short, w hat civilization is demanding 
of Russia is greater respect for hum an 
rights and less fear of the people. 
If the 
Czar will trust his subjects more, and fear 
them less, he will work a revolution of 
feeling th at will strengthen his throne 
and remove very largely the causes of dis­ 
content and conspiracy. 
For out of such 
trust will come reform and grants of rights 
th at will for a very long tim e satisfy the 
Russians, and be quite level w ith their 
capacity. 
Constitutional government for 
Russia is a possibility, but not in the near 
future. 
The people are not now ready for 
such representative systems as obtain in 
republics, nor can they become so except 
by slow degrees, and after years of educa­ 
tion in the science of self-government. 


H a r v a r d U n iv e r s it y has resolved to 
reduce the academic course to three years. 
The other colleges are, of course, indig­ 
nant at this violation of the precedents of 
two centuries. 
T he excuse advanced for 
the change is th at young men under a 
four years’ course are too late in entering 
upon the active duties of life in trade, me­ 
chanics or the professions. If the young 
men of H arvard 
apply to study 
in 
three 
years 
the 
same 
tim e 
they 
now do in the four years’ course— and 
there is no difficulty in doing it—the 
change will not affect the general re­ 
sult. 
T hat is to say, with games, societies) 
and rowdyism, they now waste tim e suffi­ 
cient in the four years, which, if wisely 
improved, would give them as liberal an 
education in three years as they now se­ 
cure in the four. 
I f the reduction of the 
term will bring about reformation in the 
m atter of application to study, so as to 
conserve and augment the latter, it will 
have been wisely made. 
The most recent 
exhibition of ruffianism at H arvard, de­ 
scribed 
in 
yesterday’s R e c o r d -U n io n , 
taken in connection w ith the dem onstra­ 
tions th at the students made last year in 
blowing up a monument, and in misbe­ 
havior in a theater, has tended to make 
the public think th at a course of a few 
weeks is sufficient infliction at th at insti­ 
tution. 


VAN TINE AGAIN. 


H is M o th e r S ays H e ls I n s a n e a n d W a n ts 
H im C o m m itte d . 
John Van Tine, the obstreperous and 
belligerent youth who spends about half 
of his tim e behind prison bars, was arrested 
again yesterday on a charge of battery. 
The com plaint was sworn to by J. H. 
M erritt, who keeps a saloon at Fifth and 
I streets, who alleges that Van Tine as­ 
saulted him . 
Van Tine's aged m other visited Justice 
of the Peace H enry, who issued the war­ 
rant for Van Tine's arrest, and before 
whom he was to be tried, and asked for 
information regarding tbe proper course to 
pursue in having her son committed to the 
insane asylum.

EDWARD GOODWIN’S MURDERER 


B e lie v e d to H a v e B e en C ap tured by th e 
R en o A u th o r ities. 
A letter was received by the Chief of 
Police yesterday from 8 . W . Upson, Con­ 
stable of Reno, Nev., announcing th at he 
had arrested a man at th at place whom he 
believes, from the description given in the 
R ecord U n io n recently, to he the Swede 
who murdered Edward Goodwin near the 
beet-sugar factory a week ago Sunday. The 
letter says: 
This m orning I arrested a Swede w ho gave 
his nam e t>s Charles Nelson. The arrest was 
m ade on account of his singular actions on the 
streets of Reno. He w as w ithout h at or coat, 
rod his clothing was covered w ith m ud. He 
said some one was after him to kill him . He 
claim s to have arrived in Reno Tuesday, and 
adm its th at he w as arrested in Sacram ento be­ 
fore leaving there. Send m e a description and 
T w ill inform you if this is the m an you want. 
Chief Drew turned the letter over to 
Sheriff McMullen, who has been working 
tirelessly on the case since the m urder. 
The Sheriff, accompanied by District A t­ 
torney Bruner, repaired immediately to 
the Governor's office and got out the neces­ 
sary requisition papers so as to have them 
handy should the man turn out to be the 
one wanted. 
A description of the Swede has been sent 
to Reno, and if a favorable repiv is re­ 
ceived the Sheriff will go at once after his 
m an. 
H e will probably take the little son 
of Dr. Forbes, who had seen and conversed 
with the Swede, with him to identify him . 
The Governor has offered a reward of 
$300 for the capture of the Swede. 


GREAT SHOOTING. 


A C aliforn ian D efea ts C ap tain B rew er, 
th e W orld ’s C h am pion . 
Local sportsm en will be interested in 
knowing that Martinez Chick, of San Di­ 
ego, the well-known trap-shooter, on Sun­ 
day defeated Captain Brewer, of New York, 
who claims the title of champion wing- 
shot of the world. 
The match was shot at the H aieht-street 
grounds, and the conditions were* 100 live 
birds to be sprung from five ground traps, 
thirty yards rise, London Gun Club rules to 
govern. Brewer shot with great quickness 
and brilliancy. Chick was the cooler of the 
two and finally won the m atch, killing 
ninety-five birds, and his opponent ninety- 
two. 
Chick's score was a rem arkable one, and 
has probably never been equaled under 
the same conditions. And yet he has twice 
been defeated by Crittenden Robinson, who 
is ready at any lim e to shoot for $1.000 a 
side. To-day Brewer and Chick will shoot 
another match, and again on Friday.

THAT Sgj peb CENT. 


Auditor McKe.j Decline» to Act Without 
Specific Instructions. 
A t yester Jay ’s session of the City Trus­ 
tees Mr. W olf inquired w hether A uditor 
McKee, had complied w ith the order of the 
Boavd, m ade at the last meeting, providing 
Caat but 55 per cent, of the net proceeds of 
the w ater works should be paid into the in ­ 
terest and sinking fund. 
. 
Mr. McKee replied that he had not com­ 
plied with the order, as he did not under­ 
stand that there was anything in the order 
that compelled him to act. 
Mr. M cLaughlin 
said that an order 
passed by the unanim ous vote of the Board 
ought to be sufficient authority for the 
A uditor to apportion the receipts accord­ 
ingly. 
Mr. W olf stated that if the A uditor did 
not feel like carrying the order of theB oard 
into effect he was in favor of taking such 
action as would compel him to do so. The 
Auditor, he thought, had no right to refuse 
to comply w ith the Board’s direction. 
Still, if he was afraid he m ight involve his 
bondsm en in trouble, perhaps he was right 
in refusing, and the Board should take 
steps to compel him to. 
Mr. McKee said he had endeavored to 
consult an attorney during the week, but 
the gentleman was absent. H e preierred 
that the Trustees should m ake their order 
mandatory on him . 
Then Mr. W olf went out to find the City 
Attorney, in order to get his opinion in the 
m atter. They returned in a few minutes, 
and the sitnation was explained to Mr. 
H art. 
The latter gave it as his opinion that the 
A uditor would be governed by any legal 
order of the Board of Trustees. If the 
latter should make an order thatsom ethiug 
be done which they had no right to do, un­ 
der the law (or which the Auditor had rea­ 
son to believe they had not), of course he 
would not be bound thereby. In the m at­ 
ter under consideration he did not see that 
there would be any contem pt of Court on 
the part of the Trustees, as it was only one 
method of bringing a case before the Su­ 
preme Court for the second tim e. It would 
not be a new thing for a Court to reverse 
its decision, and he did not believe any lia­ 
bility would rest upon the Trustees or the 
Auditor. 
Mr. McKee said that if he had appor­ 
tioned the money last week in accordance 
with the Board’s order it would to-day 
have been all paid o u t; and then, if the 
city should again lose its case, where would 
the money come from to replenish the 
Treasury? H e held that if the Board 
wanted him to perform some specific act it 
m ust so direct in its order. In this case 
the Board had not directed him to do any­ 
thing. If called into Conrt and asked 
on w hat authority he had changed the ap­ 
portionm ent ; he would not be able to pro­ 
duce any. 
Let the Board go ahead and 
make an order directing him to act, if it 
wanted to settle the question. 
The order of last week, as it appears on 
the m inutes of the Board, reads as fol­ 
lows: 
Trustee Wolf moved th a t this Board cease to 
pay 55 per cent, of th e gross w ater receipts to 
the sinking and interest fund. Carried. 
The Auditor called attention to its word­ 
ing, and Mr. W olt said it should also ap­ 
pear that 55 per cent, of the net proceeds 
of the W ater Works should lie paid in. 
The A uditor smiled in a knowing way, 
as much as if to say, “T hat’s all there was 
of it.” 
Ex-City Attorney Anderson was then 
consulted by Mr. Wolf, and he drew up a 
new order (for passage by the Board) di­ 
recting the Auditor to apportion only 55 
per cent, of the net proceeds to the sinking 
aud interest fund, and also directing the 
City Treasurer to pay only that proportion 
of the W ater W orks receipts on demands 
upon the fund named. 
The order, as thus moved by Mr. Wolf, 
was passed by the Board.

MUNICIPAL MATTERS. 


THE STEEET-GEADIH6 COMPANY AND 
THE L-8TEEET CONTHACT. 


A Prospect ot Something Being Done 
Toward Improving Tenth Street 
—Monthly Reports. 


The Board of City Trastees m et yester­ 
day m orning, all the members being pres­ 
ent. D aring the preceding week 29,694,000 
gallons of water were used, according to 
the report filed, the H olly engine w orking 
81 hoars and the 8tevens 87 hoars. 
A . A itken again appeared before the 
Board to complain against the m anner in 
w hich his property was assessed. H e said 
his lot was the same size as the two adjoin­ 
ing him , and while the others were as­ 
sessed $2,000 he was made to pay taxes on 
$2,500. 
H e had talked 
w ith Assessor 
Buckley on the m atter, and the latter had 
said it was a clerical error. 
Trustee W olf said he did not th in k the 
Board could do anything in the matter, 
unless Assessor Buckley should appear and 
explain the situation. 
Before Mr. A itken left the room Trustee 
M cLaughlin called his attention to the fact 
th at a sidewalk belonging to him had been 
condemed some tim e ago, and he (A itken) 
had not yet taken steps to lay a new one. 
Mr. A itken said he proposed laying a new 
w alk as soon as earth could be procured. 
Bids for the grading and graveling of O 
street, from Front to Tenth, were opened. 
There were three bids, and the Sacramento 
Im provem ent Company’s being the lowest, 
they were awarded the contract for $7,440 09. 
Bassett & Touhev bid $7,886 51, and R W 
P arker $8,021 22i. 


O FFICIA L MONTHLY EFFORTS. 
Chief of Police Drew subm itted 
his 
m onthly report, showing that 246 arrests 
were made, thirty-three lodgers accommo­ 
dated, 1,525 meals furnished. Cash on hand 
June 1st, $6 60. 
Poundma&ter Phillip O’Neil reported as 
follows for the m onth of M ay: N um ber of 
horses impounded. 6; cows, 16; dogs, 30; 
dogs killed, 26; redeemed, 4. All of the 
horses and cows were redeemed, and $25 50 
was received for im pounding the said 
anim als. 
Sanitary and Building Inspector Starr 
subm itted a report showing that the fol­ 
lowing awnings were unsafe: Nos. 807, 809, 
216, 630 and 325 J street; No. 918 K street, 
and also the old building there; Nos. 1021, 
1023,1125,1117,1115,1111 and 1109 Second 
street; Nos. 909,1209 and 1211 Front street. 


COK DEM NED AS UNSAFE. 
Mr. Starr also reported that the awnings 
aDd porches that were condemned in the 
last report were all removed with the ex­ 
ception of two, and the owner of one of 
these was granted tw enty days’ further 
tim e on account of sickness. Mr. Starr 
suggested that the Board deny the request 
of Mr. Burr, who wanted ninety days’ ex­ 
tension of time in which to tear down his 
awning. 
It m ight establish a precedent for 
others if the Board granted his request. 
Trustee Wolf moved that all of the aw n­ 
ings reported by Mr. Starr be condemned, 
and it was so ordered. 
The sidewalk at the southeast corner of 
T hird and I streets was condemned. 
President Luhrs, of the Im provem ent 
Association, asked the Board to strengthen 
the bridge crossing the canal at Thirty-first 
and J streets. The Supervisors were w ill­ 
ing to bear their share of the expense, and 
the bridge should be made strong enough 
to perm it heavy wagons to pass over it, 
such as the im provem ent company pro­ 
poses to use in hauling gravel. 
The Supervisors will be conferred with 
on the subject. 


TH E L STEET IM PROVEM ENT. 
City Attorney H art appeared before the 
Board and gave it as his opinion that the 
rem onstrance filed against the im prove­ 
m ent of L street was a bar to the im prove­ 
m ent of the street for six m onths to come, 
unless the Board could prove that the sig­ 
natures were fraudulent, or obtained in an 
unfair way. 
Several members of the Im provem ent 
Company, including C. A. Luhrs, B. Leon­ 
ard and D.;A. Lindley, were present, and 
stated that they did not wish the Board to 
think for a m om ent that they were trying 
to crawl out of the contract. They did not 
w ant to do anything, however, that was 
not regular, as they did not w ant to be out 
of pocket. 
If the property owners would 
get up a petition, signed by a m ajority of 
the property owners on the street, the com ­ 
pany would only be too willing to do the 
work at the prices in their bid. 
The company, however, asked to w ith­ 
draw their bid, and they were allowed to 
do so. 
CONCERNING TENTH STREET. 
M. J. Diilm an spoke to the Board in re­ 
gard to the proposed improving of Tenth 
street, from R to W, and asked w hether or 
not the Trustees were willing to bear one- 
half the expense. 
Trustee M cLaughlin said he was in favor 
of improving N inth street, instead of Tenth, 
because the property owners on the latter 
street had sent in a remonstrance. 
Mr. Diilm an assured him , however, that 
he would get up a petition signed by prop­ 
erty owners representing a m ajority of 
frontage on the street and hand it in to the 
Board next Monday. 
Mayor Comstock said he thought Tenth 
was the thoroughfare that ought to be 
graded, but didn’t know about the city’s 
paying one-half the expense. 
Nothing will be done in the m atter until 
next Monday. 


EXTENSION ON TIM E. 
Mrs. Tryon asked further tim e in which 
to lay a cement sidewalk at Tenth and M 
streets, and the Board extended the time 
thirty days. 


TH E BOND ELECTION. 
City Attorney H art submitted to the 
Board the ordinance calling for an election 
for subm itting to th6 people of Sacramento 
the proposition of issuing $100.000 in bonds, 
for the purpose of street improvement. 
H e stated that the ordinance had been in 
the hands of lawyers ever since it had been 
originally drawn, and was now ready to be 
passed upon.

County Surveyor Boyd reported that, in 
obedience to the order of the Board, he 
had consulted w ith the Snrveyor of San 
Joaqnin county for the purpose of estab­ 
lishing the boundary line between Sacra­ 
m ento and San Joaqnin counties at a point 
near Black creek. 
The work was getting 
along well he said, and a report coaid be 
made soon. 
A petition signed by abont 250 residents 
and property owners of A m ador county 
was read by the Clerk. 
The petitioners 
prayed for the rem oval of a gate m ain­ 
tained on the county road leading from 
Michigan Bar into Am ador county via 
Plym outh. The m atter was postponed for 
hearing by the Board until the afternoon 
session. 
C. A. Luhrs and D. A. Lindley appeared 
before the Board and requested, on behalf 
of the Im provem ent Association, that the 
bridge crossing Thirty-first and J streets 
be repaired. They said th at there would 
be some heavy team ing over the bridge 
this sum m er and it was necessary that the 
bridge should be p at in a safe condition. 
The Supervisors agreed to look after half 
of the repairs, provided the city attended 
to the other half, as the bridge was owned 
by both the city and county. 
L. C. Fry, representing the local council 
of the Federated Trades, addressed the 
Board next on the subject of labor. H e 
read the section of the statute which pro­ 
vides that eight hours shall constitute a 
day’s labor.

H e thought that there was plenty 
of time, and also that both Bides of the case 
should be heard. 
H e was confident that 
there were some persons who were opposed 
to having the gate complained of removed, 
and the Board shonld hear what they have 
to say before acting. 
H e therefore moved 
that further consideration of the case be 
postponed until next m onth, at which 
tim e all parties interested could be sum ­ 
moned to appear before the Board. 
M r. Tebbets bluntly moved to amend 
the motion to the effect that the prayer of 
the petitioners be granted. 
Greer protested against this on behalf of 
the “poor widow” who had put up the of­ 
fensive gate, s a y iD g that she certainly had 
some explanation she would like to make, 
as would other parties, too. 
Two gentlemen, representatives of A m a­ 
dor county, who were present in support of 
the petition, took turns at telling the Board 
what, an injustice it was to the citizens of 
Amador who were desirous to trade with 
the people of Sacramento, to have to climb 
over gates which 
obstrnct 
the county 
roads. 
Mr. Tebbets sided in with them , and re­ 
newed his motion. There was no second 
to the motion, though, and the discussion 
contiuued. 
Mr. Tebbets then contended 
that next m onth was too far off to put the 
matter, as the Am ador people were anxious 
to have the obstruction removed as soon as 
possible. 
Then Mr. Greer arose to m ake another 
speech. 
‘I believe, Mr. Greer, that yon have a 
motion already before the house,” said 
Chairm an Ross with an im patient gesture 
that as m uch as said “Sit down.” 
Mr. Greer glared at the Chairm an fero­ 
ciously for a mom ent, and then exploded: 
“I am well aware, sir, that I have a motion 
before the house, and I don’t need to be re­ 
minded of it. W hen a motion is made and 
seconded, discussion uponjit is proper, and 
I have just as m uch right as any other 
man on this Board to talk. 
B ut I guess 
you think I ought to sit down.” 
“ Y our motion has not been seconded,” 
suggested the Chairman.

O a k la n d , J a n e 2d.—T he in terest in th e 
disaster of F rid ay has by n o m eans su b ­ 
sided, an d yesterday an d to-day crow ds 
still hovered abont th e scene, w atching th e 
efforts to raise th e subm erged engine an d 
ten d er. T h e investigations of th e C oroner’s 
ju ry , w hich begin 
th is 
afternoon, a re 
aw aited w ith interest, an d public senti­ 
m en t dem ands th a t it be a searching one. 
F u n e ral services w ere h eld in O akland yes­ 
terday for four o f th e victim s. 
A sad scene took place a t th e parlors of 
th e H otel C rellin a t 2 p. m. yesterday, 
w hen th e funeral service of th e E piscopal 
C h u rch was conducted by R ev. D r/G ra y of 
th e C hurch o f th e A dvent, over th e rem ains 
o f H en ry S. A ustin an d h is daughter, 
Florence M. A ustin. 
T h e m em bers o f th e 
bereaved fam ily, th e w idow ed w ite and 
fatherless ch ild ren w ere alm ost prostrated 
b y th e burden of grief. 
A select q u a rte t sang “ A bide W ith Me 
an d “'Som e Sw eet D ay By and B y.” 
A t 
th e conclusion of th e service th e floral cov­ 
ered caskets w ere conveyed to Sixteenth- 
street station, from w hich they w ere tak en 
to Stockton. 
FUNERAL SERVICES. 
T h e funeral of J . R . Irw in w as conducted 
from his residence, 960 
TweDtv-second 
street, by th e R ev. J . M. V an E very, ot th e 
T h irty -fo u rth 
Street M ethodist C hurch, 
an d w as largely attended. 
A nother grief-stricken household w as 
th a t o f E . R. R obinson, w hose funeral took

lace from the und ertak in g parlors of C. E . 
loom field, on San Pablo avenue. 
M rs. 
D r. J . W . K ickolas, a Spiritualist preacher, 
conducted th e services, and the rem ains 
w ere tak en to M ountain View Cem etery 
for in term en t. 
At the grave a pathetic 
scene took place w hen, at the request of 
th e relatives, th e coffin w as raised after it 
h ad been low ered into the grave, th at th e 
w ife and d aughter m ig h t take a last look a t 
th e dead. 
R ev. F . A. H orton, D. D., preached last 
evening upon som e lessons from th e disas­ 
ter, tak in g for his tex t th e w ords of Sam ­ 
uel, “ T here is b ut a step betw een m e and 
d e ath .” 
H e drew th e lesson th a t m an 
should be prepared in life for th e final 
sum m ons, w hich m ig h t com e a t any m o­ 
m ent. 
RAISING THE ENGINE. 
A ll th is forenoon th e force of w orkm en, 
u n d er th e direction of M aster M echanic 
M cKenzie, a w recking crew u n d er H enry 
W . W atkins an d a diver nam ed M artin, 
w ere engaged in efforts to raise th e sub­ 
m erged engine by m eans of cross beam s 
from scows m oored above th e spot w here 
th e engine su n k . 
T h e tender, w hich was 
ru n ahead of th e engine, w ent over first 
an d the engine over th at. 
I t was found 
by th e diver to be lying on its side, and 
th e chains were attached for th e purpose of 
raising it. 
A large crow d w atched th e 
operation of fishing for a locom otive. 
No 
m ore bodies have been discovered, an d it is 
n o t believed th at there are any in th e 
w reck.

THE CORONER’S INQUEST. 
_ San F rancisco, Ju n e 2d.—T he C oroner’s 
inquest in th e m atter of th e railroad catas­ 
tro p h e in O akland on M em orial D ay began 
th is afternoon. 
C harles O 'B rien, the fire­ 
m an of th e w recked train , was th e first 
w itness. 
H e testified th at he bad never 
seen engineer D unn in liquor. 
T h e draw ­ 
bridge th ro u g h w hich the train w ent at 
th e tim e of the accident could be seen from 
th e w itness' side of th e engine at th e sh ip ­ 
yard, and he felt sure it was closed w hen 
th e train left there. 
T he engineer was on the train w hen 
th e w itness ju m ped, w hich was not until 
th e engine w ent dow n. 
H e had been ru n ­ 
n in g w ith the train only occasionally and 
could n ot say at w hat distance the danger 
signal could be discerned. 
T he engine had hardly any speed on 
w hen they w ent through th e draw , an d if 
th ey could have ru n tea yards fu rth er th e 
train w ould have been stopped. 
B ridge-tender D unlap testified th a t th e 
train was not in view w hen h e opened 
th e draw , though it could have been seen 
a t 
th e 
m ole. 
H e 
th o u g h t 
it 
was 
com ing 
at 
a 
high 
rate 
o f 
speed 
w hen about 150 yards d istant. 
H e had 
been on th e bridge about fifteen m o n th s, 
an d th ought th e engineer could see th e 
signal about 300 feet aw ay. H e was closing 
th e draw w hen the accident occurred. 
T he signal flag, w hich was produced in 
evidence, was placed about 260 feet from 
th e edge of th e draw . 
T he engine a p ­ 
proached th e draw at th e rate of five or 
seven m iles an ho u r. 
T he bridge was in 
sixteen feet of being closed.

F o r fear of attracting attention by throw ­ 
in g th e em pty cans outside, they had piled 
them all in th e room s, and w hen rem oved 
yesterday, together w ith a large q u an tity of 
cigar stum ps w hich had been sw ept under 
th e bed, they filled th ree large barrels.
